Sir:  In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  3,  section  24,  and  chapter  6,  section  S,  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1947,  I  herewith  submit  my  report  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
City  of  Boston  and  County  of  Suffolk  for  the  j^ear  commencing  January  1,  1947,  and  ended  Decem- 
ber 31,  1947,  together  with  miscellaneous  financial  tables  and  statistics. 

The  following  comments  are  made  in  connection  with  the  outstanding  changes  in  financial 
conditions  which  took  place  during  1947. 

Cash  Operations 

The  accounts  and  records  for  the  year  1947,  when  closed,  indicated  that  actual  expenditures 
for  ordinarj'  maintenance  and  operation  requirements  exceeded  the  total  of  tax  and  ordinary  revenue 
receipts  by  $2,075,343.40.  The  various  elements  contributing  to  this  result  are  shown  in  Exhibit  B-2. 
This  is  the  first  time  in  a  decade  of  city  finances  that  the  over-all  cash  outlay  exceeded  total  receipts. 
This  circumstance  is  attributable  solely  to  the  heavy  cash  refunds  made  in  1947  on  taxes  assessed  and 
paid  in  prior  years.  In  1947  such  refunds  totaled  $5,479,806.16  as  against  similar  payments  of 
$3,142,685.26  in  1946.  It  is  clear  that,  but  for  this  increase,  of  $2,337,122.90  in  tax  refunds,  cash 
operations  in  1947  would  have  reflected  a  surplus. 

Debt  Operations 

During  1947,  the  net  over-all  debt  of  the  city  was  increased  $4,534,154.51.  The  details  of 
this  increase  are  shown  in  the  following  table:  — ■

Funded  debt  issued  in  1947  exceeded  issues  of  the  prior  year  by  $4,370,000.00.  This  increase 
was  due  to  new  types  of  debt  obligations  specifically  authorized  by  legislative  enactments,  such  as 
Permanent  Housing  Facilities  for  Veterans  of  World  War  II,  Estabhshment  of  Off-Street  Parking 
Facihties  and  Extension  of  Rapid  Transit  Facilities  in  East  Boston.  For  the  first  time  since  1934 
no  funded  debt  was  issued  in  1947  for  welfare  and  relief  expenditures.  The  increase  in  temporary 
debt  was  caused  by  excess  cash  disbursements  previously  explained. 

Departmental  Maintenance  Expenditures 

Departmental  expenditures  chargeable  to  budget  appropriations  during  1947  totaled 
$82,086,068.45,  an  increase  of  $12,338,203.00  over  similar  expenditures  in  1946.  The  following  table 
reflects  a  two-year  comparison  of  budget  expenditures :  —

The  following  brief  statement  .summarizes  the  principal  factors  contributing  to  this  increase:  — 
During  1947  emergency  compensation  allotments  which  had  been  allowed  on  a  temporary 
basis  since  1942  were  made  permanent,  and,  in  addition,  general  salary  increases  were  provided  for 
all  municipal  employees.  Under  a  referendum  vote  of  the  citizens  all  uniformed  members  of  the  Fire 
Department  were  granted  a  forty-eight-hour  work  week,  thus  causing  a  substantial  increase  in  uniformed 
personnel.  Under  legislative  acts,  patrolmen  were  granted  one  day  off  in  six,  and  the  work  week  for 
the  majority  of  municipal  employees  was  limited  to  forty  hours.  Mandatory  salary  increases  were 
voted  by  the  Legislature  for  members  of  the  uniformed  force  of  the  Police  Department,  and,  sub- 
sequently, similar  increases  were  allowed  in  the  Fire  Department.  The  Legislature  also  authorized  an 
increase  in  the  appropriating  power  of  the  School  Committee  which  was  utilized  to  grant  salary  in- 
creases to  all  members  of  the  teaching  staff  of  the  School  Department.  Non-contributory  pension 
costs  were  materially  increased  as  a  result  of  the  liberalization  of  pension  laws  by  the  Legislature. 
Continuance  of  the  upward  spiral  in  commodit.v  prices  and  labor  costs  caused  increased  expenditures 
for  materials,  supplies  and  contractual  services.  The  upward  movement  in  welfare  costs  was  caused  by 
increased  case  loads  and  more  generous  budget  allotments  allowed  to  recipients. 

Miscellaneous  Operations 

Water  service  receipts  during  1947  exceeded  expenditures  bj^  roughly  $1,500,000.00.  Due  to 
the  reduction  of  20  per  cent  made  in  water  rates  during  1947,  togetlier  with  the  natural  falling  off 
in  water  consumption  resulting  from  a  slackening  in  war  activities  within  the  community,  this  surplus 
is  roughly  $1,000,000.00  less  than  in  1946.  This  surplus  will  be  applied  in  1948,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  chapter  324  of  the  Acts  of  1914,  to  the  payment  of  outstanding  debt  of  the  city,  thus 
reducing  in  a  like  amount  the  burden  on  the  taxpayers  in  the  current  year  for  debt  redemption. 

In  the  twelve  months  ended  December  31,  1947,  the  Sumner  Traffic  Tunnel  was  operated 
at  a  profit  of  roughly  $500,000.00.  These  excess  receipts  will  be  paid  over  to  the  Sinking  Funds  Com- 
mission under  the  provisions  of  chapter  361  of  the  Acts  of  1945  to  be  used  for  the  ultimate  redemption 
of  Traffic  Tunnel  Retirement  bonds. 

On  December  31,  1947,  collections  of  1947  taxes  represented  91.554  per  cent  of  the  total  levy, 
thus  establishing  the  best  collection  record  in  the  city  in  over  fifty  years. 

Conclusion 

During  the  fiscal  year  1947,  all  known  obligations  of  the  city  were  either  paid  in  full  or  adequate 
reserves  were  established  to  provide  for  their  ultimate  payment.  All  funded  and  temporary  debt 
obligations  were  paid  as  they  matured.  Interest  payments  on  all  forms  of  outstanding  debt  were 
promptly  made. 

The  form  of  this  report  follows  closely  that  recommended  by  the  National  Committee  on 
Municipal  Accounting.  Under  the  present  accounting  procedure  of  the  city,  accounts  are  maintained 
on  a  modified  accrual  basis.  Taxes  and  accounts  receivable  are  accrued  for  balance  sheet  and  control 
purposes  but  are  not  reflected  in  the  receipts  of  the  city  until  collected.
